
PIGS ASSASSINATE BRQTHER AND 
SISTER IN ROBBINS, ILLINOIS 











!Earlier this week, hvo Black residents of the Robbins community were shot and killed 
b v mombers of the Robbins pig departmenL The two people killed in related incidents 
re 16 year old Rarbara Franks and 28 year old Ronald Lee* According to witnesses, 
both vf these shootings were a clear case of open tmrder* 

In the first incident t witnesses say the re had been some random gimfire in the proj 2 :t$ 
ènd that sometime ihereafter the pigs arrived on the scene. At this time Ronald Lee who 
had jast gatten off work as an ambulance driver ai the time of the shooting t was leaving 
a frig&È's house on ha way hom . The pigs claimed that they cal led for hi.n to hall , and 
that he refus'd $ > they opened fire on kim, sa>' that it was impossible to telt 

that the men who did i ? shooting were pigs because they w ere weering plainclothes, Also 
ü was reportud that Ronald Lee had fa U en to the gr o and and begon pleading for hts life 
prior to being shot. 

A liUle more than a week before his death, Ronald Lee had agreed to testify against 
Robbins pig chief sporter Mc Kam me y\ Last summer a yoxtng black woman of the 

Raiïhtns community ims bndally h ^ilen by th ? ch.'ef big, She had been beaten so badly 
t.hüt r :,shc requived hospitaO^ation and the ambulance dn ver was Ronald Lee * The woman 
iold Ronald Lee whal had happened to her and it tras obvious from her condition that she 
wa$n r t lying, Charges were later brought against the Chief af Pigs and several other mem- 
hers of the Robbings pig dept, Just prior to kis death Ronald Lee spoke to officials in the 
State* 5 Aitomey^s office and said that he had talk cd to McKamrncy and was af raid for his 
life, Ronald Lee f a&lmtial wüness against the pigs, is dead and we cati say from the facts 
prcsented, that he tras assossznaïeiï. 

Barbare Franks was shot the same night. November 2, The pigs in their 
effart to justify shooting Ronald Lee, thought that by shooting some more. people it would 
look as though they were just shooting peopte randomly to de f end themselves, and that 
Ronald Lee was shot in that manner. Barbara Franks was ridittg with her boyfriend when 
a plainclothes pigsteppedfrom betweensome parkad cars and fired on the vehicle she tras 
in, A hullet slruck her in the base of the skull, 

Further invesUgation reveals that the pigs involued in both of the shootings have a his- 
tory of this type of criminal activity against the peopte. One pig, Fred Pennix, had 
| reviously shot and killed a brother who he allegedly was attempting to serve a war¬ 
rant an, Peopte say that Pennix had no intentions of serving a warrant , that his 
ginal intentions were to shoot and kilt brother James Tucker , Tncker*s wife 
stated Umt he ivcts shot in his pajamas as he answered the door M *

_ &ff ur vacations, In Robbins the age old pig taclic of temporarily suspending an of- 

ficer afier he has killed a black person to appease the community isn*t going to work . Even 
the pigs are refming to go along with the sham and fill in for their partners , 

Two innoemt peopte have been gunned down by mad fascists , and the people of Robbins 
are demanding recipf ocal justice, The weapons iised by the murdering pigs u tere a 9 mm 
machine gun f 30 caliber carbine, extra laad riot pump f and several service pistols. The 
people of Robbins are moving to take the necessary actions to defend themselves against 
future use of these weapons, However r even more important that defending themselves 
when attacked, the people of Robbins must move to enforce community control of the police 
with an armed offensive. Now white the pig department is at half sta ff is a prime op- 
por limit y for the community to deal a death blow to the entire fascist regime of Robbins,

W r h C n, in the course of hu man events, it becomes necessary for one 
people to rtissülve the politica! bands which have emmeeted them with 
armther. and to assume, among the powers of the earlh r the separaic asid 
equaJ stal ion to whieb the laws of nature and natur^'s tïod enlitle Üiem, a 
decent respect lo the opinions of mankind reejuires that they should doclarc 
the cauL.es which impel them tu the separation.
